EW YORK. June 18.---Former President Theodore 
Roosevet Returned today to New York fiom a trip 
through Africa and Europe, which began immedi- 
ately on his departure from the White House, and 


which has lasted for fifteen months. 


The steamer Kaiserme ftuguste Victoria, on which he 


sailed from England June 10th, entered New York harbor at 7 
o'clock this morning, and wasgreeted by the big battleship 
South Carolina vuth the salute of 21 guns. 


At 8:30 o'c'ock Mr. Roosevelt was transferred from the 


Kaiserme August3 Victoria to the revenue cutter Manhattan, 
where he was welcomed by a number 
of 
personal friends 


and relatives and Captain Archibald W. Butt, representing 
President Taft. 


Shortly afte^ this he was transferred 
from the Man- 


hattan to the revenue cutter Androscoggm which led the way 
to the parade th;it takes him to 59th street, North river, and 
down to the bathry, where he was officially 
welcomed by 


Mayor Gaynor of New York at 11 o'clock. 


Bedecked with signal flags and with the guns from Fort 


Wadsworth and 11. Hamilton booming out m welcome the big 
hner glided into cuarantme at 7:38 o'clock. 


Immediatelv behind the Kaiserine Auguste Victoria came 


six ships of the ravy, the battleship South Carolina m the 
van. while at anchor in the roadstead awaiting her coming 
was the United States dispatch boat Dolphin, with the secre- 
tary of the navy on board. 


The battles! ip already had saluted the returning former 


president at Sandy Hook with 21 guns, but on coming to an 
anchor alongside the liner the South Carolina hoisted long 
strings of pennants and the river craft joined in the demon- 
stration with loud and prolonged blasts from their whistles.

No officer of the law is required to give anybody at any time 


notice that he intends to enforce the ITW in any special instance or 
particular. Kvcry person conducts himself in peril of the law, and 
it is not the business of public officer; to go around telling this or 
that person he must not do th:s or that thing. It would be absurd 
to require the police to go around w irning footpads and burglars 
that they must not rob John Doe' of a Friday or break into Rich- 
ard Roe's house on a Wedne:day ni'dit. 


The promoters who complain th it they were entitled to 
a 


warning from the Governor before th~y spent so much money are 
conversant with the law, and acknowledged that they acted under 
the advice of attorneys. 
It was their business to keep within the 


law. 


Moreover, the Governor probably did not decide to interpose 


the authority of the State till he bee imc convinced that the local 
.authorities in San Francisco vould nut interfere. When he found 
they did not intend to interfere- he ste iped in with the supreme au- 
thority of the State. 


It is contended that the pioposed passage between Jeffries and 


Johnson is not to be a violation of tiie law of California. Let us 
see. 
T)je statute expressly p-ohibits prizefighting and prescribes 


penalties for those who engage in or promote prizefights. 
It pro- 


vides, however, that boxing contests i i clubs may take place under 
certain restrictions. Is the meeting between Jeffries and Johnson 
to be a prizefight or merely r. boxing contest? It seems silly to 
ask the question. There is not a tei -year-old boy in the country 
who does not know that it w:;s arrai ged to be a fight for an im- 
mense stake and the championship c f the world. 
The men who 


were buying tickets and payii g as Ivgh as fifty dollars apiece for 
them would not have given :i dollar to witness a simple boxing 
bout between the professional bruiser;. Their desire was to see a 
finish fight, and that is what they W.TC promised. 


Do the promoters of the fight c institute a club within the 


meaning of the law? They d" not. "Everybody knows that. 
The 


club was merely a pretense for evadin ; the law. Their alleged club 
has no fixed habitation, no n'embe^jip save the fight promoters 
and no business other than primotinj; prizefights for profit. 


It is a iratter of common knowledge that the promotion of 


prizefights by fake clubs has d scouraf cd legitimate boxing contests 
in legitimate athletic clubs. It has re c-gated boxing as a sport and 
as a manly exerci?" to the pro 'essiona! ring, where it has been fur-| 
ther degraded by fakes dc\isei. to sw ndle the public. That is the 
plain truth of ihr matter. 


It is said w i t l i truth that ; lany prizefights have been permitted 


since the pa^a^e of the stall tc nrol ibiting prizefighting. There 
is justice in the criticism. The )a\v ha^ been violated with impunity 
for years, and it scenic a trifle unjust to put a stop to prizefighting 
at this particular time. 
IHit public officials should be blamed for 


failure to enforce the laws, not for eni ircing them. If a dozen men 
have violated the law with imp mity tl e thirteenth man is not there- !
